2 Helicopters Lost 
To Enemy Fire In 
Area Near Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) ~ The Viet 
Cong wounded an American 
general whose son was killed in 
action in 19 6 7 and shot down a 
helicopter in two fi^ ts south of 
Saigon today. U.S. infantrymen 
reported killing 41 of the enemy 
and capturing 19 weapons. 
U.S.

killed and'13 wounded, including 
Brig. (jen. Franklin M. Davis 
J r., 50, commander of the U.S. 
19 9 to Light IMantry Brigade. 
Davis was cut about the face 
by shrapnel and gashed over his 
right ey e when a band of Viet 
CJcmg guerrillas showered rocket 
grenades <m an allied river pa­ 
trol from mangrove swamps 
along a river bank 13 miles 
southeast of Saigon. 
The general returned to the 
scene after being treated at the 
brigade aid station, comment­ 
ing: “ It was just an occupation­ 
al hazard.” 
Davis, who is from WalthMn, 
Mass., is one of half a dozen 
American generals wounded In 
Vietnam, i^ ile aiwtoer three 
have been killed.

Cousins, president of the magazine, Saturday 
Review, in which the author makes an observa­ 
tion of considerable interest.

IT IS SAFE to assume that Mr. Cousins veri­ 
fied his statement before including it in his 
book For he writes: 
“Men and ants maintain complex social or­ 
ganizations. This does not mean that wily men 
and ants engage in the murder of their own 
kind Many animals of the same species kill 
each other, but only men and ants have prac­ 
ticed the science of organized destruction, em­ 
ploy ing their massed numbers in violent com- 
ba*.’’ 
The author observes that the longest continu­ 
ous war between men was fought for 30 y ears 
while the longest war between ant forces lasted 
six and a half weeks of man’s time. 
Mr. Cousins finds all ent(wnol(^ists agree that 
war is instinctive with the ants but that not all 
anthropolo^sts and biologists are agreed that 
war Is instinctive with men. 


Scienct has done much to sophisitlcate human 
warfare. It is interesting, therefore, to specu* 
late whether science has the power to Mralish 
war as u Tactivity of mankind. 
If it is instinctive in man, as in the ants, scl- 
enti.sts do have the ants to experiment with to 
see if they can eliminate the instinct. 


IF IT I? NOT instinctive in man, our scien­ 
tists still have the opportunity to attempt to 
erase war as an activity of man through re­ 
search into the chemistry of aggression and by 
humanitarian legislation designed to reduce or 
eliminate the sociological causes of war. 
Religionists also have the oppixrtunity to do 
away with war if they can accomplish some­ 
thing they have not succeeded in doing so far in 
the history of man—win sufficient converts who 
will truly practice and put into action the doc­ 
trine of brotherly love.

Nix o n Needs Ghetto Suppo rt 


WASHINGTON — The eighth crisis of Rich­ 
ard Nixon wiU be over on the first ballot — 
leaving his party foes mooning over Miami. 
A check by this columnist of the confidential 
survey s made by the moot 
knowledgeable liberal and la­ 
bor leaders of the land re­ 
veals that the former vice 
president will take the nomi­ 
nation on the first go-round. 
Furthermore, these laboritc 
political analy sts, for whom 
politics is no fifth sea.son but 
a y ear-round operation, fear 
Dick Nixon will run powerful­ 
ly in the nation s industrial 
Victor Riesel 
concwitrations where he supposedly is weakest 
and labor should be strongest. 
Big cities mean big, black ghettos — and 
powerful masses of bloc votes. Dick Nixon and 
his y oung team believe they can attract a 
siz­ 
able chunk” of the.se ballots. 
PCThaps. Perhaps not. The new Nixon is an 
imponderable. 
But one thing is certain. The liberal-labor co­ 
alition, led by a fatigued and hoarse, embattled 
Hubert Humphrey , can’t cut into the vote. 
The Harlems and Watts of America either 
will .stay home, or boy cott the top of the line. 
Or they will vote for the Peace and Freedom 
Partv, or the Freedom and Peace Party , or the 
fourth (could be the seventh or eighth) party 
which left-wing union officials, now most cer­ 
tainly plan to launch whether (jene McCarthy 
heads it or not. 


NO LONGER MINOR POLITICS, this when 
the Peace and Freedom Party alone expects to 
be on the ballot in at least 16 states. 
Humbert Humphrey 's trouble in the Ghettos 
is that he’s the old “Hubert” b« ng swamped in 
a new militancy . In today 's mini-skirted poli­ 
tics. he comes into the tangled ghettos in a 
knee-length sack. 
Not only each neighborhood, but fiequently 
each block, has a plethora of committees, rov­ 
ing bands and quasi-religious groupings. To off­ 
set this, the Democratic presidential nominee, 
whoever he will be, must hold labor's rank and 
file tight indeed.

Specter Of Do m ina tio n Fea red

IX)NDON — The specter of American domi­ 
nation of Briti.sh indu.stry has been loosed here 
(Mice again. The immediate cause of the new 
alarm is the bid by American Tobacco to buy 
contrcrf of Galiaher, the second biggest tobacco 
company in Britain. 
There is a bitter-sweet quality to what has 
been called “the great American takeover” of 
B riti^ industry . The sweet Is the inflow of dol­ 
lars in a time of financial difficulty . The new 
American Tobacco bid, f(M* example, could 
bring well over $144 million into Britain across 
the exchanges. 
American investment also brings in valuable 
know-how and pushes British firms into greater 
productivity . It increases employ ment in prob­ 
lem regions and helps to reduce Britaki’s worri­ 
some import bill. If U.S. companies build facto­ 
ries here, instead of sending in finished prod­ 
ucts, Britain saves foreign currency . 


n iE BITTER SIDE of the U.S. investment 
picture is the fact that more and more of Brit­ 
ain’s key industries may be dominated by Chi­ 
cago o r Detroit. With investments in Britain 
worth $5.3 billion. America’s influence is ines­ 
capable. The Observer’s Anthony Bambridge 
even went so far as to state: “Tlie question is 
not whether Britain will eventually become the 
51st state of America, but whether it already 
is.”

Two public-opinion ptdls — the Gallup PoH, 
taken between July 20 and 23, and the Harris 
Poll, based on Interviews obtained between July 
25 and 29 — show directly opposite resuHs. 
Yet one cannot recall any news event or 
speech which would suddenly topple Nixon from 
his lead in the Galliq) Poll over M h Humphrey 
and McCarthy , or which would exfriain why in 
the Harris Poll Humphrey loses seven points 
and McCarthy nine points when either runs 
against Rockefeller Instead of Nixon. 
Thus, in the Gallup Poll, Nixon got 40 per 
cent to 38 per cent for Humphrey , and topped 
McCarthy 41 per cent to 36 per cent with Wal­ 
lace poMim? 16 por cent, leaving 6 or 7 per cent 
undecided. 


AT THE SAME TIME, RockefeMer fled Hum­ 
phrey with 36 per cent each, while Rockefeller 
led McCarthy 36 to 35 per cent. The Wallace 
vote went up by four or five points and the “un­ 
decided” remained ai 7 per cent in a Rockefel- 
ler-Humphrey race, rising to 9 per cent In a 
Rockefeller-McCarthy contest.

W ASHINGTON - Tile eighth crisis of Rich­ 
ard Nixon will be over on the first ballot — 
leaving his party foes mooning over Miami 
A check by this columnist of the confidential 
surveys made by the most 
knowledgeable liberal and la­ 
bor leaders of the land re ­ 
veals that 
the former vice 
president will take the nomi­ 
nation on the first go-round 
Furtherm ore, these laborite 
political analysts, for whom 
politics is no fifth season but 
a year-round operation, fear 
Dick Nixon will run powerful­ 
ly in the nation s industrial 
Victor Riesel 
concentrations where he supposedly is weakest 
and labor should be strongest. 
Big cities mean big. black ghettos — and 
powerful masses of bloc votes. Dick Nixon and 
his young team believe they can attract a “Siz­ 
able chunk” of these ballot*. 
Perhaps. Perhaps not. The new Nixon is an 
imponderable. 
But one thing is certain Hie liberal-labor co­ 
alition, led by a fatigued and hoarse, embattled 
Hubert Humphrey, can’t cut into the vote 
The Harlem* and Watts of America cither 
will stay home, or boycott the top of the line. 
Or they will vote for the Peace and Freedom 
Party, or the Freedom and Peace Party, or die 
fourth (could be the seventh or eighth) party 
which left-wing union officials, now most cer­ 
tainly plan to launch whether Gene McCarthy 
heads it or not. 


NO LONGER MINOR POLITICS, this when 
the Peace and Freedom Party alone expects to 
be on the ballot in at least 16 states 
Humbert Humphrey s trouble in the Ghettos

One poll revealed that he can pull as much a* 
17-20 per cent of union families’ votes 
Therefore to move ahead of the labor vote in 
the industrial areas. Dick Nixon need* to • ut in 
on the black vote He has been trying for some 
time now 
In his ram p i* Wilt Chamberlain. 7 1” basket­ 
ball wizard, now with the Itos Angeles leakers 
Will Chamberlain helps. But there’s more than 
an emotional approach. 
Mr. Nixon is championing black capitalism 
and the young Afro-Amerrcans want to piece of

FOR MONTHS NOW Mr Nixon and his spe­ 
cialists have been conferring with young black 
leaders — quietly but effectively. This opened 
the channels of communications between the 
new. new blacks and the Republican Party 
For the first time in recent history , a black 
organization (CORF!) asked Republicans to in­ 
troduce its bills in Congress Dick Nixon was 
the catalyst between the party and the young 
ghetto people who want a black capita1 ism of 
their own 
One shou'd not count all this in votes Count 
It in image, lf, as Republican National Chair­ 
man Ray Bliss says, the Grand Old Patty has 
to develop new imagery to cut in on the big city 
nationality and black votes, Dick Nixon w quite 
ready for the change 
So the ninth crisis of Dick Nixon, whom I 
once heard say that a shift of forty or fifty 
thousand votes would have won him the presi­ 
dency in i960, will spring from the streets of 
the nation’s big cities, ghetto* and all. 


I .S. Iii British Industry 


S p ecter O f D o m in a tio n Feared

IX)NDON 
The specter of American domi­ 
nation of British industry has been loosed here 
once again. The immediate cause of the new 
alarm is the bid by American Tobacco to buy 
control of Ga I iaher. the second bigged tobacco 
company in Britain. 
There is a bitter-sweet quality to what ba* 
been called “ the great American takeover” of 
British industry. The sweet Is the inflow of dol­ 
lars in a tim e of financial difficulty. The new 
American Tobacco bid. 
for example, could 
bring well over $144 million into Britain across 
the exchanges. 
American investment also brings in valuable 
know-how and pushes British firms into greater 
productivity. It increases employment in prob­ 
lem regions and helps to reduce B ritain’s worri­ 
some import bill. If U.S. companies build facto­ 
ries here, instead of sending in finished prod­ 
ucts Britain saves foreign currency. 


THE BITTER SIDE of the U.S. investment 
picture is the fact that more and more of Brit­ 
ain’s key industries may be dominated by Chi­ 
cago or Detroit 
With investments in Britain 
worth $5.3 billion. America's influence is ines­ 
capable. The Observer s Anthony Bainbridge 
even went so far as to state: “ The question is 
not whether Britain will eventually become the 
51st state of America, but whether it already 
is.” 
American plant* in Britain represent^ nearly 


20 per cent of U.S. manufacturing investment 
outside America, far more than any other sin­ 
gle F!uropean nation 
American dominance of certain industries is 
an established fact. IBM alone ha* just under 
30 per cent of the British computer market and 
three 
other 
American 
computer 
company* 
have factories here. 
A more sanguine view of die U S, investment 
problem is taken by William Davis, financial 
editor of The Guardian 
He points out that 
while the Gallaher affair has caught the head­ 
lines. there have been comparatively few im­ 
portant US. bids this year. Moreover. Britain 
has invested large sums Mi the United States. 


EVEN SO. Davis concludes that it is “ fair to 
argue that America's share of British industry 
has readied a point where the m inisters must 
keep a wary eye on deals like the American To­ 
bacco bid for Gallaher. . . . There are times 
when it Is right to say ‘No.’ — even if it means 
passing up 
a 
useful 
balance 
of payments 
boost” But there is little chance of the Wilson 
government 
turning 
away 
U.S. 
investment. 
Britain's weak economy needs tra n sitio n s of 
capital so desperately that it m ust risk the 
threat of foreign blood. The irony is that it was 
the labor party which used to attack the Con- 
* e r VU t i v e g for selling “ the commanding 
heights” of the British economy to the Ameri­ 
cans.

Confusing Polls 


Two public-opinion polls — the Gallup Poll, 
taken between July 20 and 23, and the H arris 
Poll, based on interviews obtained between July 
25 and 29 — show directly opposite results. 
Yet one cannot recall any news event or 
speech which would suddenly topple Nixon from 
his lead in the Gallup Poll over both Humphrey 
and McCarthy, or which would explain why in 
the H arris Poll Humphrey loses seven points 
and McCarthy nine points when either runs 
•gainst Rockefeller instead of Nixon. 
Thus. In the Gallup Poll, Nixon got 40 per 
cent to 30 per cent for Humphrey, and topped 
McCarthy 41 per cent to 36 per cent with Wal­ 
lace polling 16 per cent, leaving 6 or 7 per cent 
undecided 


AT THE SAME TIME. Rockefeller tied Hum­ 
phrey with 36 per cent each, while Rockefeller 
led McCarthy 36 to 35 per cent. The Wallace 
vote went up by four or five points and the “ un­ 
decided” remained at 7 per cent in a Rockefel- 
ler-Humphrev race, rising to 9 per cent in a 
Rockefeller-McCarthy contest. 
But the Harris Poll now shows Nixon drop­ 
ping four points against Humphrey and six 
pointe against McCarthy while Humphrey picks 
up five points and McCarthy gains seven points 
The Wallace vote stays around 15 per cent and 
the “ undecided” 7 per cent. 
Rockefeller, <*n the other hand picks up four 
points against both Humphrey and McCarthy, 
with the Wallace vote rising bv about the same 
figure. 
To put it another way. in the Gallup Poll, 
Humphrey and McCarthy get about the same 
percentage — around 35 — whether their oppo 
nent is Nixon or Rockefeller 
The Harris Poll, however, indicates that both 
McCarthy and Humphrey lose points when their 
opponent is Rockefeller Instead of Nixon, w'th 
McCarthy dropping nine points and Humphrey 
going down by seven points. 
The real difference between the two polls is 
that on July 23. according to Gallup, Nixon bad 
40 per cent and Humphrey 36 per cent, while on 
the same date Rockefeller was recorded as tied 
with Humphrey. Now the Harris Poll shows 
that (rn July 26 Rockefeller had gained four 
points and Nixon had lost four points against 
Humphrey. 
F’rom the Strength of which candidate did the 
four-point gain come for Rockefeller'’ On the 
surface it looks as if he got at least three points 
out of the 41 per cent that Humphrey polled on 
July 29 against Nixon 
One point must have come horn the ' ‘unde­ 
cided” group which went down from 7 to 6 per 
cent The remaining four points that Humphrev 
lost would seem to be found in the Wallace 
group, which went from 16 per cent in the Nix 
on-Humphrey pod to 20 per cent in the Rocke- 
feller-Humphrey pol! of the same date. 
S othe only conclusion that ran be drawn is 
that if Rockefeller is nominated he m ay dr 
votes from Humphrey but at the same time an 
equivalent number may vote for Wallace and 
deny the New York governor a majority in the 
electoral college. 
Such sharp changes within a few days of poll­ 
ing are puzzling 
Certainly H Is hardly likely 
that Nixon would drop from 40 per cent to 36 
per cent while Humphrey climbed from 36 to 41 
per cent in the period between the Gallup Poll 
and the H arris Poll 
It seems surprising, loo, that McCarthy, who 
has received no more than 37 per cent in the 
Gallup Polls since the find of July. whoever his 
opponent suddenly should rise to 43 per cent in 
the H arris Poll when Nixon Is ninning, and 
drop to 34 per cent against Rockefeller, 
Why, moreover, does Humphrey fall from 41 
per cent against Nixon to 34 per cent when 
Rockefeller is running’ The same question 
might be asked about the Wallace strength, 
which rises four or five points when Rockeieller 
is ninning. reaching 19 per cent when McCarthy 
Is the Democratic opponent and 20 per cent 
when Humphrey is iii the “ trial heat.” 


IF' A CHANGE such as is disclosed in the 
H am s Poll can happen in four days when there 
were no apparent developments to influence 
voter preferences, the average citizen m ay feel 
that public-opinion polls are not as indicative of 
the final results as they are sometimes sup 
posed to be 
And if the delegates to either national convert 
tb n depend only on polls, instead of on them’ 
own analysis of the attitude of voters at home 
this certainly will present a perplexing problem 
in trying to choose someone who could be const 
deled a winning nominee.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
FBI today released a booklet 
outlining ways airline personnel 
can help it handle almost any 
crhne, including the one that 
currently is getting tiie most at­ 
tention-hijacking. 
Hie booklet, however, offers 
no helpful hints on how to p re­ 
vent hijacking. 
Hie omission tends to under­ 
score a quandry facing not only 
government sleuths, but the air­ 
line industry as well which con­ 
cedes little is being done or can 
be done to p revent the crime. 
An FBI spokesman said the 
new booklet, entitled “Airlines 
and The FBI,” was planned be­ 
fore the current rash of hijack­ 
ings. But he said it was a revi- 
siwi of one that first came out 
during a sp ectacular series of 
similar incidents in 
19 61. 
The booklet says the FBI has 
jurisdiction over “most criminal 
offenses occuring on interstate 
or foreign flints.” 
In the booklet’s only specific 
reference to hijacking, it is list­ 
ed only as illegal and under the 
FBI’s jurisdiction. 
Other crimes listed include 
murder, rap e, assault, robbery, 
damage to or destruction of an 
airp lane or any facility used in 
its operation, carrying a con­ 
cealed deadly or dangerous 
weapon, giving false or threat­ 
ening rep orts and stealing a 
plane. 
The booklet cautions airline 
employes not to tamp er with 
physical evidence, to be alert, to 
make sure all pertinent infor­ 
mation is taken down when ac­ 
cepting checks, and to try to re­ 
member complete and accurate 
descriptions of suspects. 
It also urges personnel to 
make note when taking a threat­ 
ening telephone call of back­ 
ground sounds, the caller’s ac­ 
cent, or any indication the call 
er is a juvenile, drunk, mentally 
retarded or unusually familiar 
with the airline’s operations.

Preparation 
Holds Key To 
Caulking Job

Periodic inspections of t h e | 
outside of a house can pay big 
dividends in the avoidance of! 
future expensive troubles. 
Especially vital in this area is 
the search for cracks and other 
openings that can admit insects, 
dust and, most important of 
all, water. 
Even the tiniest gap can be 
responsible for much damage 
to walls and ceilings, especial­ 
ly when rain enters the fissure 
again and again over a period 
of time but does not reveal it­ 
self on the inside until weeks or 
months later. 
The most usual places for 
such 
openings 
— 
and 
con­ 
sequently the principal targets 
of your inspection routine — are 
a r o u n d 
door 
and 
window 
sills, at the corners of siding, 
near roof vent pipes, w h e r e 
chimneys meet 
roof shingles 
and, in general, at the joints 
between dissimilar materials. 


CAULKING compounds effec­ 
tively seal all such places be­ 
cause of their ability to expand 
and contract in extreme tem 
peratures. Less flexible prod­ 
ucts, not having thus quality, 
are not recommended except 
where there is unlikely to he 
any movement in the area of 
the joint Once the caulking ma 
tertal has developed an outer 
skin, usually within a couple of 
days, it can be painted the de 
sired blending color. 
Probably the easiest way for 
the home owner to apply caulk 
ing is with a small inexpensive 
gun into which a cartridge is 
inserted Pulling the trigger of 
the gun squeezes out the com 
pound with enough pressure to 
force It into openings. 
The material also can bf ap 
plied with a putty knife or a 
more expensive caulking gun 
used by professionals.
